Claims 1 to 14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does 
not teach, suggest, or disclose, either alone or in any combination, applicants 1 claimed method of 
forming a thin magnetic film of nickel-iron alloy on a substrate wherein the Ni-Fe alloy film 
contains 63% to 81% iron by weight, the aqueous plating solution contains more than four and 
less than seven Ni ++ ions for each Fe ++ ion, and the Ni-Fe electroplated layer is annealed in the 
presence of an external magnetic field.
